SPANIARDS DEMAND PROTECTION 


Mexico City, Dec. 12.—Rear Admiral 
Fletcher, commander of the American naval 
ferces in Mexican waters, today ordered the 
pebels and federals fighting at Tampico to 


. genase firing, threatening to open on them 


with the guns of the gunboat Wheeling if his 
erder was not obeyed. 

Both sides complied with the order. 

This information is contained in a dispatch 
received tonight by Sir Lionel Carden, the 


‘British ambassador, from Rear Admiral Sir 


Christopher Craddock of the British cruiser 
Berwick, which is lying off Tampico. 

The federals hold the center of the town of 
Tampico and the waterfront. Rear Admiral 
Fietcher has ordered foreigners to take ref- 
uge on board ships or to congregate on the 


water front, where they will be under the 


protection of his guns. j 


"Waited for Rebel Attack. 
Two thousand federals, protected by the 
shells of the gunboat Bravo, were waiting, 


» until the Fletcher order was received, a for- 
- ward movement of the rebels or some other 


Maneuver that might decide the fate of the 
seaport. 

The fighting, which began two days ago. 
probably would have lasted several days. 


- “How many rebels were engaged in the at- 


taék is not known, but it is estimated their 
number is at least twice that of the federals, 
and their operations indicated they expect 
more men from Victoria, which lies half 
way between Tampico and Monterey to the 
north. 

The rebels are in possession of the railroad 
yards and shops and large stores of material 
and equipment, as well as the area between 
Tampico proper and the coast, including 
Dona Cecilia and Arbol Grande, where are 
located the storage oil tanks of the Waters- 
Pierce company, the Cowdray interests, and 
the Huasrea company. 


Federal Position in Triangle. 


The federals have their position in that 
part of the city behind a triangle formed by 
the Pauuco river, which is really the city's 
harbor, and the canal running into it between 
the city and the coast. Just below the mouth 


. of the canal and above Dona Cecilia lies the 


Bravo. 

Five desperate attacks were made by the 
tebels today, but the federals still hoid the 
Main part of the city.

| Miles East of Cleveland. 


Cleveland, O., Dec. 13.—Passenger train

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Association Votes Against All 
Smoky Terminals and Fa- 
vors. Road Over Tracks. 


NOISES “LOSS TO CITY.” 


The Chicago Association of Commerce yes- 
terday put itself on record flatly as favoring 
electrification of railroad terminals. The 
action was taken in approving the report 
of the special committee made up of T. E. 
Dougherty and M. B. Pool, supposed to deal 
only with the obnoxious features of the IIli- 
nois Central tracks at Grant park. 

In fact, Mr. Pool maintained after the meet- 
ing this was the sole concern of the report, 
and the committee action should not be in- 
terpreted as binding the association to the 
electrification program. The association has 
been directing an expert study of the smoke 
question at great expense, the results of 
which may not be made public for months. 

When that work was undertaken, more than 
a year ago, the association requested that 
proposed anti-smoke legislation be held in 
abeyance until its experts made their report. 


Favor Highway Over Tackles. 

Whatever the attitude toward the railroads 
in general, the executive committee by its 
action leaves nothing to be guessed at re- 
garding the attitude toward the Illinois Cen- 
tral railroad in particular. Here is one perti- 
nent paragraph: 

It would seem to your special commit- 
tee that the only way to solve the problem 
permanently is the electrification of the 
railroad terminals, or to remove the em- 
bankment now cutting off the view of the 
lake, depress the tracks, and cover them 
with a roof on a level with Michigan ave- 
nue, practically building a subway. 


“Source of Disgust.” 

Here are some other findings: 

‘“ These noises and smoke are a source of 
disgust to visitors, and of shame, disgrace 
humiliation, and commercial loss to our city 

“In reviewing the records placed in ow 
hands, more especially the letter from W. L 
Park, vice president of the Illinois Central 
railroad, of Sept. 3, and the report of Mr. 
Smulski,we find Mr. Park admits the offenses 
and shameful conditions, and at the same 
time admits h's company is not doing all that 
is possible to abate the nuisance, or even 
to minimize the noise, smoke, and dirt; and 
further, that this company was unable to 
control the operation of locomotives of the 
other railroad companies using their termin- 
als. For these reasons we concluded it would 
be useless for us to confer with Mr. Park or 
the management of the Illinois Central rail- 
road further at this time.”’ 


Conference with Aldermen. 

The committee then sets forth its confer- 
ence with the city council committee, where- 
by residents and office users along Michigan 
avenue were enabled to loosen loud roars 
about the suffering caused by smoke and 
noise. The result of the conference is sum- 
marized: 

“The council committee charged the rail- 
road representatives their efforts must not 
be spasmodic, or merely to meet the present 
demands during this investigation, to be 
discontinued when the interest and attention 
of the public is less active, and the chairman 
announced the committee will be continued 
ready to take up the matter again at any 
time, and if the railroad company did not 
show decided interest and improve condi- 
tions the council committee would urge upon 
the council immediate action on the matter 
¢ electrification of the terminals.” 
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‘MONALISA’ FOUND; 
STOLEN TO AVENGE 
NAPOLEON THEFTS 


Masterpiece, for Which $5,- 
000,000 Had Been Refused, 
Safe in Florence, Italy, 


ARRESTED MAN CONFESSES 


Art Experts Stake Reputation That 
Canvas Is the One Taken from 
Louvre Two Years Ago. 


MYSTERY BAFFLED WORLD POLICE 


FLORENCE, Dec. 12.—* Mona Lisa,”’ Leon- 
ardo Da Vinci's great painting which was 
stolen from the Louvre, in Paris, more than 
two years ago, has been found. It is now 
in the hands of the Italian authorities and 
will be returned to France. 

*“*Mona Lisa,’’ or “ La Joconde,” as it is 
more popularly known, the most celebrated 
portrait of a woman ever painted, has been 
the object of exhaustive search in all quar- 
ters of the globe. The mystery of its ab- 
straction from the Louvre, its great intrinsic 
value, and the strange fascination of the 
smile of the woman it portrayed—Lisa del 
Giocondo, the wife of a wealthy Florentine— 
have combined to keep alive interest in its 
recovery. 

It is impossible, of course, to give the mone- 
tary value of the masterpiece, but, it is said on 
good authority, an offer of $5,000,000 by the 
British government was refused. 


Get Clew to Missing Painting. 

The picture was recovered under curious 
circumstances. An Italian wrote to Sig. 
Geri, an antiquary of Florence, some weeks 
ago, saying: 

“I am in possession of the mission Mona 
Lisa, but being a patriotic Italian I desire 
that it shall remain in Florence, the center of 


ae art.” 


Fle*signed the etter “ Leonard,” and the 
antiquary at first paid little attention to it, 
thinking he -had to do with a madman. 

Later, however, he communicated with Dr. 
Poggi, @rector of the Florentine museums, 
who suggested that he continue the corre- 
spondence with the man. This was doneand 
an appointment was arranged whereby Geri 
was to view the picture at Milan. The date 
set was Nov. 17, but unforeseen circurm- 
stances prevented the meeting. 


Recognized as Genuine Picture. 

A young man, fairly well dressed, visited 
Geri yesterday. He said he was “ Leonard ”’ 
and was staying at the Hotel Tripoli, He 
asked Geri to go with him to see the picture. 
The dealer notificd Dr. Poggi, who hastened 
to the hotel, and on being shown the painting 
recognized it as the genuine ‘“‘ Mona Lisa.”’ 

Dr. Poggi asked to be allowed to take the 
picture with him so that he might compare 
it with other works. He made an appoint- 
ment to méet Leonard this afternoon at the 
hotel to agree upon the price. The director 
took with him several officers, who placed 
the man under arrest. 

On bcing interrogated the prisoner said his 
real name is Vincenzo Perugia, that he was 
born in the province of Como, is by profession 
a decorator and is unmarried. For six years 
he lived in France and for three years was 
employed at the Louvre. 


Avenges Napoleon’s Thefts, 

Perugia posed asa patriot. 

“IT was ashamed,” he said, ‘‘ that for more 
than a century no Italian had thought of 
avenging the spollation committed by 
Frenchmen under Napoleon when they car- 
ried off from the Italian museums and gal- 
leries pictures, statues, and treasures of all 
kinds by wagon loads, ancient manuscripts 
by thousands, and gold by sacks.’’ 

He had often observed, he said, in the 
Louvre many works of art stolen from Italy 
and conceived the idea of returning to its 
true home Leonardo da Vinci’s masterpiece. 

He entered the Louvre early in the morr 
ing, detached the picture, and removed th* 
painting from the frame. He concealed the 
frame under the back stairs, where it was 
afterward found. He hid the picture beneath 
his workman's blouse and succeeded in leav- 
ing the place without attracting suspicion. 

At the time of the theft Perugia was not 
employed in the Louvre, but he knew all the 
exits and entrances and how to avoid atten- 
tion. He kept the painting concealed, he 
said, until his patriotism led him to offer it te 
the Italian people. 


Expert Stakes His Reputation. 
The painting has also been ident’ fied by Dr. 
Corrado Ricci, director general of the de- 
partment of fine arts, who came here from 
Rome on order of Lu'gi Credaro, minister of 
public {nstruction. After a careful examina- 
tion Dr: Ricci telephoned to the minister. 


who was incredulous. Ricci said: “I will 
stake my head.” 
To this Sig. Credaro replied: “I do not 


eare for your head. but ff this news, after it 
is published, is found not to be true you will 
be dismiseed.’’ 

Dr. Ricci answered: ‘I will take full re- 
sponsibility and am ready to risk dismissal.”’ 

News of the discovery of the * Mona Lisa ”’ 
spread in the chamber of deputies, in session 
at Rome, where extremist members were en- 
gaged in fisticuffs in an endeavor to prevent a 
vote on the election of a nationalist deputy 
for Rome. The disorder ceated immediately. 

The deputies surrounded the minis‘er of 
public instruction, who exhibited a telegram 
from Dr. Ricc! confirming the statement he 
had already made by telephone. 


Laugh at Thief’s Defense. 

All laughed at the defense of the thief. 
Some of them remarked that Napoleon's 
deeds were too antiquated to constitute 
grounds for feuds. If it were not so, Italy 
would quarfel with the whole world, as all 
countries had stolen masterpieces from it, 
not excluding the United States.

WOMEN PLAN A BIG TURNOUT 


Mayor Harrison yesterday accepted the 
resignations of five of his appointees to the 
school board. They were the only five whose 
resignations he had taken the precaution to 
secure before appointing them to that hon- 
orary office. ; 

The mayor said that he regretted his ina- 
bility to accept the resignations of the others 
who were parties to the conspiracy for a se- 
cret ballot which resulted in defeating Mrs. 
Ella Flagg Young for superintendent of 
schools and elevating John D. Shoop to that 
office. Mr. Harrison hinted that the hecklers 
would oblige him if they would resign. 


Shoop Has “Nothing to Say.” 

The mayor's action did not appear to embar- 
rass Mr. Shoop. When asked if he would 
resign he said: 

**I have nothing to say.” 

“In the event the five new members, whose 
names the mayor may send to the next meet- 
ing of the council are opposed to you, will you 
resign?’ he was asked. 

“I will wait until that time before I say 
anything. For the present I will stand upon. 
my honor.” 

The general massmeeting at the Auditorium 
theater, called for 11 o'clock this morning. 
may adopt formal resolutions demanding that 
Mr. Shoop resign at once.

May Fight to Retain Jobs. 

The attitude of the quintet who “ resigned ” 
indicate that they propose to make a fight 
—in the courts if necessary—to retain their 
jobs. There were several secret conferences 
during the day. 

Mr. Lipsky and Mr. Huttmann and Mr. 
Shoop conferred twice. It was reported at- 
torneys had been retained. 

Mr. Huttmann when asked if he had re- 
tained an attorney, said: “I decline to an- 
swer on advice of counsel.” 

There was no indication from any of the 
ten hecklers that they might reconsider 
the ‘“ secret ballot,”’ although an attorney 
who has studied the situation said he believed 
the election could be reconsidered and a new 
election legally held. 


Mayor Gives Out News. 

The mayor dictated the letters of accept- 
ance in the morning, and did not return to 
his office in the afternoon. Late in the day 
he telephoned his secretary to make the mat- 
ter public. 

The letters were taken to the office of the 
president of the board about5 o'clock. None 
of the board members were there, and the 
letters were mailed. They probably will be 
delivered this morning. 

The curt letters sent to Trustees Huttmans © 
and Lipsky read as follows:

Rexroat Slayer Sends for Ousted Marie 
Church Pastor and Talks with Him

to whom he is willing to listen as a spiritual 
counselor.

The labor expense of conducting transpor- 
tation, including pay for conductors and 
trainmen, formed a smaller proportion of 
operating €xpense on the Burlington then 
on any other road, except the Great Northern. 

The total outlay for conductors and train- 
men formed a smaller proportion of the total 
labor cost of operation of the road than on 
any other road except the Great Northern, 
which was in exactly the same ratio. 

Payments to the general officers of the 
Burlington formed a larger operating ex- 
pense than on any other road, except the 
Northern Pacific. 

The figures purported to show an immense 
increase in the earning capacity of the road 
without a proportionate increase in the 
operating expense. 


HOPE FOR EXPRESS RATE UNITY. 

Hope of unanimity on express rates on the 
part of the National Association of Railway 
Commissioners rests with a subcommittee, 
which held its first meeting yesterday and 
will resume this morning. Many railway 
commissioners of different states opposed 
the mild resolutions on the basis of state 
sovereignty and conditions, but virtually all 
the combative ones were named on the sub- 
committeé> 

The resolutions commended the interstate 
commerce commission and its “ block "’ rate 
scheme, but favored modifications in the 
“‘subblock ” features because of varying lo- 
cal conditions. 

The committee, which will try to yoke the 
short hall proposition with the interstate 
body’s block scheme, consists of:

“It will mean that practically all, and 
we hope all, the states will have the same 
express rates between points within their 
boundaries,” said Chairman Decker. “It 
is the first attempt at a national movement 
of this kind, and is a recognition of the in- 
terstate commerce commission by the tak- 
ing of its rates as the foundation for the 
intrastate rates.”

MACK WILL HOLD HIS JOB. 


Chief Justice to Use Ex-Commerce 
Judges for Relief Duty. 


The Wilson administration has decide® td 
fill the Grosscup vacancy in the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals, probably within 
the next two months. Attorney General 
McReynolds is now considering the field of 
candidates preparatory to submitting a 
recommendation to President Wilson. This 
information was received yesterday by 
| geveral Chicago lawyers directly from the 
attorney general. 

The decision to fil the vacancy without 
reference to proposed legisiation to abolizh 
this judgeship and to increase the size of 
the district bench in Chicago, and without 
reference to the assignment of Judge Mack 
of the abolished Commerce court to this 
city, is the result of a recent conference pe- 
tween Chief Justice White of the United 
States Supreme court and Attorney General 
McReynolds, it is stated. 


Mack Assignment Continues, 

The chief justice expressed the view, it is 
learned, that the law creating the Commerce 
court intended the judges of that tribunal 
should have a roving commission. After 
concluding their assignment to the Commerce 
court they were te be assigned by the chief 
justice to any cireuilt in the coumtry Mr. 
White indicated he would follow this policy 
in assigning Judge Mack and the other three 
surviving judges of the Commerce court, 
which goes out of existence on Jan. 1. Judge 
Mack, therefore, will not be assigned perma- 
nently to Chicago, but will be sent wherever 
the amount of litigation in a circuit requires 
an additional judge. 


Thinks New Judge Necessary. 

The attorney general decided that in view 
of this policy it would be desirable to fill the 
Grosscup vacancy in order to provide the 
additional judge, who is needed at all times 
in Chicago. ’ 

Judge Mack is to be assigned to Chicago 
as an extra judge from Jan. 1 till April las 
the result of an application for assistance by 
Judge Seaman of the Court of Appeals. 

Senator Lewis has recommended the ap- 
pointment of Attorney William A. Doyle to 
the Grosscup vacancy. Mr. Doyle isa friend 
of Gov. Dunne.

Have Chance to Save “Mrs. D.” 
from Tragic Act Twice 
Planned. 


CHILDREN ARE ILL FED. 


Mother Works in Loop Depart- 
ment Store During Big 
Holiday Rush. 


This is a story for Christmas shoppers. 
There is a chance that Mrs. D. will wait 
upon some of you from behind her counter 
in one of the big loop department stores. 
‘Mrs. D. has thought of suicide. Twice she 
stood upon the Eighteenth street bridge 
and looked down to the waters as a possible 
absolution of her sorrow and worries. Once 
she purchased poison and another time she 
gathered her three children in a little room 
in which she lives and started to turn on the 
gas. But each time so far she has conquered 
the suicidal inclination for the sake of her 
children. 


Three Children Ill] Fed. 

The three children at home are delicate, 
ill fed, poorly clothed, and improperly 
housed. Katherine, the oldest, who is 18 
years of age, is the “little mother.’’ She 
takes care of her younger brother and sister, 
prepares the meager meals, and does what 
housekeeping she can. When she can she 
goes to school and studies hard ‘‘ so some 
day she may be able to help poor mother.”’ 

Mrs. D, during the rush days of the holi- 
day season stands on her feet all day long 
and goes home exhausted—sometimes too 
tired to eat what little food there is.

Wilkins is the “‘doc’’ who “‘ makes weak 
men strong.”” He is the discoverer of that 
dreaded pestilence, “‘ Hocktitus,”’ which is 
prevalcnt among credulous ones who have the 
cash to pay for “ cure.” 


Victim Tells of Lure. 


Frank J. Weidner, a young man whocame | 


to Chicago six weeks ago from Pennsylvania, 
gwore out the warrant against Wilkins. 
Under auestioning by Assistant State’s At- 
torney P. J. Murphy, Weidner told how he 
was lured into “ Doc ’’ Wilkin's lair in the 
rear of the New Pharmacy drug store, at 624 


South State street. and relieved of all the

money he had with him. 

Dr. H. S. Fletcher testified he had ex- 
amined Weidner several days after his ex- 
perience with Wilkins and found the young 
man in normal good health. 

“Tell us, Frank, how you happened to go 
{nto the drug store and meet Dr. Wilkins,” 
the assistant state’s attorney said. 

“TIT was on my way home and I seen a man

BY CONGRESSMEN 


Frame Three Suggestions for 
National Republican Com- 
mittee on Tuesday. 


ASK SPECIAL CONVENTION 


Any One of Schemes Would Re- 
duce Representation of the 
Southern States. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 12—The national 


eA Sorts congressional campaign commit- 


tee went on record today as favoring a special! 

national convention of the Republican party 
next year and indorsed three pians as sug- 
gestions for reapportionment of delegate rep- 
resentation to future conventions. 


Frames Resolution to Offer. 

It was resolved by the committee called 
together by its chairman, Representative 
Woods of lowa, that in its judgment: 

“A special national convention of the Re- 
publican party shou.d be held as soon as 
practicable for the purpose of taking action 
relative to the apportionment of delegates to 
the national nominating conventions of the 
party; to the unit of representation; to the 
full recognition of the primary laws of the 


various states pertaining to the election of 


delegates and members of the national com- 
mittee, and the time when the latter shall 
take office, and to such other mattersas may 
seem desirable.’’ 

This resoiution will be submitted to the 
national committee here next Tuesday, to- 
gether with the plans suggested for reap- 


_ portionment of the delegates to national con- 


ventions. 


Change in Delegate Number. 

The first suggestion of the congressional 
committee which would make the tota! dele- 
gate representation 1,044, insiead of 1,062, is 
as follows: 

“ For each of such districts in which the 
vote cast for the Republican candidate for 
presidential electors in 1008 was not more 
than 40 per cent of the total vote cast for 
presidential electors in such district in such 
election, one delegate; for each of such dis- 
tricts in which such Republican vote was 40 
per cent but not more than 60 per cent, two 
delegates; for each of such districts in which 
such Republican vote was more than 60 per 
cent, three delegates.”’ 

Upon this:basis representation from the 
southern states would be diminished and in 
some staies it would be increased. 


Two Alternative Plans. 

Alternative reapportionment plane 
gested are the following: 

Four delegates at large for each state and 
in addition thereto one delegate for each 
10,000 votes or major fraction thereof cast 
for the Republican candidate for presidential] 
electors in 1908, ‘* or 

* Four delegates at large for each state and 
for each congress:onal district, one delegate 
for each 10.000 votes or major fraction 
thereof cast for the Republican candidates 
for presidential electors in 1408. Provided that 
each congressional district shall haveat least 
one delegate and there shall be two for each 
congreesman at large.”

Inquirer writes that a headache remedy is 
being distributed on premises and sometimes 
is placed in mail boxes. Is the remedy liable 
to do harm? Is it against the law to distrib- 
ute medicine in this way? 

REPLY. 

Headache remedies are generally composed of 
coal tar derivatives. They are moderately pois- 
enous. A full dose for a grown person is a highly 
poisonous dose for a small child. 

The Legal Friend of the People informe us that 
to distribute such medicine is against the law in 
Chicago. The fineis from $5 to$50. The ordinance 
violated is found in Ch. 22, Art. IV., No. 81L 

Where many mail boxes are found supplied with 
original packages, there is a fair chance that the 
courts would hold that the company was respon- 
sible, even if the distributor was not apprehended.

N. G. writes: “ Referring to your state- 
ment that ft is not the tobacco but the me- 
chanical injury from the pipestem, cigar- 
holder, or cigar which frequently causes can- 
cer, I write to ask if the pressure on the nose 
caused by nosegilasses worn constantly is apt 
to have the same effect? Being near sighted, 
I have worn giasses for the last twelve years 
(since 19 years old), and expect to the rest of 
my life. Ordinarily I am not conscioue of 
having them on, but sometimes they are acci- 
dentally knocked off, and the skin is bruised. 
I would not care to change to the kind that 
hook on over thé ears, but if you think it 
advisable, I would do so rather than run 
any risk of cancer. So far asl know, noone 
in my family has had cancer.” 

REPLY. 

See to it that your glasses do not cut into your 
pose, and let it goat that. The danger of cancer 
from nove glasses ig elight. If you have been near- 
sighted since an early age, you can probably leave 
off your glasses or use them less when you get to 
the cancer age. That kind of trouble ls auteo- 
matically corrected by age in many cases.

NIGHT SWEATS HARMLBSS. 

B. F. M. writes: ‘I have heard so many 
people speak about such terrible nightsweats 
which they occasionally get. What are the 
symptoms, and how can one avoid them? If 
in case one should get them, what would be 
the best thing to do? What is neuraigia of 
the head? How can any person get rid of it? 


‘What would be the first and best aid? ”’ 


REPLY. 

1. Night sweats do no harm. They are no more 
taxing than day sweats. The only symptom is 
the sweating. Fever frequently goes down 
@uring sieep in such febrile diseases as consump- 
tion and malaria. Night sweating is often pres- 
ent in these diseases. To avoid night sweats, 
take cold baths, followed by vigorous rubbing; 
keep the bedroom cool and well ventilated; do 
not put too much covering on the bed. Sponging 
the bedy with diluted alcohol, diluted vinegar, or 
diluted witch hazel may help. 

2. By neuralgia of the head I judge you mean 
neuraigia of one of the facial nerves. Some 
of these cases yield to heat applied locally and 
purgatives internally.

TR WILLIAM HAGGARD, who has 

just thrown up the post of minister 

plenipotentiary at Rio de Janeiro and 

hae retired from the British diplomatic 

service, embittered by falling to re- 
e@fve advancement to an ambassadorship, 
numbers of juniors having been promoted 
over his head, may be said to have marred 
his career by an unfortunate marriage at 
"ashington. 

Yo this may be ascribed the fact that the 
various secretaries of state who have suc- 
ceeded one another at the foreign office in 
London have Invariably turned a deaf ear to 
his pressing appeals for a mission in Europe. 

The British legations in Central and South 
America are not regarded as particularly 
desirable posts. In fact, they are looked 
upon as a species of exile, and when a man 
has spent four or five years in that part of 
the world he is regarded as entitied to a good 
berth in some Buropean capital by way of 
compensation. | 

Poor Sir William Haggard, however, was 
left in Central and South America for the 
best part of a quarter of a century, and as 
he is now 67 years of age, With no prospect 
of any other appointment or preferment, he 
has gone home to spend the remainder of his 
days with his second wife and children at 
Bradenham hall, his pretty place near Thet- 
ford in Norfolkehire.

Brother of the novelist, SirH. Rider Hag- 
gard, he created something of a sensation 
while attached te the Britigh legation at 
Washington by marrying there, despite the 
protests of his chief, Sir Edward Thornton, 
a well known divorcée, Mrs. Carrie Kinney, 
by birth a member of the famous Carroll 
family of Maryland. 

Sir Edward was so angered about the 
matter that he declined to retain Sir William 
ag @ menrber of his staff {the antect dents of 
Mrs. Kinney were somewhat stormy], and, 
accordingly, the newly wedded coupie moved 
io London. ' 

Sir Wiiliam was employed tn departmental 
work at the foreign office there, his appoint- 
ment as secretary toany legation or embasry 
in Europe being rendered difficult by the fact 
that hig wife wag a divorced woman and as 
such debarred in those days from presenta- 


quently not admisalble at any foreign court. 
—~_ : 

The union was not a happyone. Therehad 
been misapprehensions and disappointments 
on both sides with regard to money matters, 
and one day after a particularly stormy scene 
Sir William obtained permission of his chief 
to take the place of one of the secretaries of 
legation at Teheran, Persia, who had been 
forced to quit his post suddenly on account 
of sickness. 

Sir Wiliiam left the same night for Persia 
without returning home for his effects or 
making any provision for the maintenance or 
welfare of his wife. Indeed, he did not even 
advise her of his departure. 

Some weeks afterward Lady Haggard, find- 
ing that her husband declined to answer her 
letters or to give any signe of life, and hav- 
ing had the doors of the foreign office closed 
to her by reason of the scenes which she 
made there, returned to America, where in 
the courts of one of the western states she 
secured a divorce on the ground of desertion 
and nongsupport. She thereupon contracted 
another marriage here with an American 
citizen on the strength of this divorce, 


~o 

On learning this, Sir William returned from 
Persia to London and applied to the Engiish 
courts for @ dissolution of his marriage on 
the ground that his wife had committed big- 
amy, naming her new husband as co-re- 
spondent in the case. 

The English tribunals granted judgment 


tion at the English court. She was conse-

dissolve her matrimonial bonds unless her 
husband joined her in establishing a legal 
domicile in a foreign land, the intervention 
of whose tribunals they both agreed to in- 
voke. 

As Sir William had not been a party to the 
divorce which she had obtained in America, 
it was held to be of no account, and In con- 
tracting another marriage on the strength of 
it she had therefore been guilty of bigamy 
in the eyes of the English law. 

Sir William, thanks to this, was exempt 
from paying any. kind of alimony to his 
American ex-wife, and some ten years after- 
ward married one of his own country- 
women, a Mies Emily Hancox, by whom he 
has several children. 

' a 

Nor has Sir William Haggaréd’s subsequent 
life on this side of the Atlantic been alto- 
gether pleasant. Thus, while British minis- 
ter at Caracas he addressed a confidential 
dispatch to the late Lord Salisbury, then 
secretary of state for foreign affairs, in 
which he warned him that the Venezuelan 
government was not to be trusted and that 
bad faith characterized the dealings of the 
Venezuelan authorities, both in their offi. 
clal dealings and in their persona] inter- 
course. 

By some means this dispatch was stolen 
en route and found its way into some of the 
West Indian papers, whence ![t was copied 
by the Venezuelan press. 

, Naturally Haggard ceased to be persona 
grata at Caracas, and had the government to 
which he was credited been a more powerful! 
one he doubtless would have speedily been 
recalled by his nation or elge handed his pass- 
ports by the Venezuelans, as was done by the 
United States government in the case of the 
Spanish envoy at Washington, Dupuy de 
Lome, who had been the victim of a similar 
piece of ill buck. ee 

In spite of the appeals of the authorities 
at Caracas to the British government, how- 
ever, the latter insisted upon keeping Sir WiI- 
am there. Lord Salisbury took the ground 
that it was impossible to accord any official 
recognition to utterances of a confidential! 
character which had been obtained for pub- 
lication only by means of theft. 

Nor was it until through some mistake at 
the foreign office in London another conf- 
dential letter, in which Sir William had writ- 
ten in anuncomplimentary manner about the 
American envoy in Venezuela and about the 
American secretary of legation, wag included’ 
in the diplomatic dispatches printed in the 
parliamentary reports that he finally man- 
aged to secure his transfer to Buenos Aires, 
life in Venezuela having become wholly in- 
torera bie,

Duke Adolf of Mecklenburg-Schwertn, who 
enjoys the distinction of being the ondy con- 
sul general whois a prince of the blood, has 
just produced tn English a remarkable book 
of African exploration entitled “‘ From the 
Congo to the Nile.” 

The duke is an uncle of the present sov- 
ereign of Mecklenburg-Schwerin and of the 
German crown princess, and is a brother of 
the Grand Duchess Vladimir of Russia, of the 
prince consort of the Netherlands, and of the 
late Grand Duke of Meckienburg-Schwerin. 

He has already achieved much distinctior 
as an African explorer, has ideas of his own 
on the subject of the‘development of Ger- 
many’s African colonies, and with the object 
of putting them into practice induced Em- 
peror William a year ago to appoint him to 
the governorship of Togolend and at the 
same time to the office of German consul 
genera! for the French colony of Dahomey 
and for the British dependencies of the gold 
coast, Nigeria, and other British possessions 
on the west coast of Africa. 3 

He holds these consul generalships in order 
to enable him to deal directly with the au- 
thorities of these French and English de- 
pendencies instead of having to refer the 
matters at issue to Berlin.

The attitude of ordinary men towards liter- 
ature was largely one of self-deception. They 
believed themselves to have literary tastes: 
they certainly read considerably, and they 
talked a great deal about poetry. But their 
taste was far from cultivated: their methods 
of criticism were barbarously elementaty 
and their criteria crude. Moreover, with a 
few noble, intelligent exceptions, they de- 
spised their own contemporary writers. Thus 
it would appear that the immense output 
of literary work during the Elizabethan age 
was fostered very little by any enlightened 
encouragement; it was, in fact. produced tn 
the face of most serious and disheartening 
hindrances.

“Court in the Englewood branch is sup- 
posed to open at 9 o'clock. Dec. 5 Judge 
Wade was about 1 hour and 10 minutes late; 
Dec. 6, 45 minutes late; Dec. 9, at the open- 
ing hour of court there were sixty persons 
in the courtroom; 
sighty-three persons in the courtroom wait- 
ing, and when court opened about a quar- 


§ ter to 10 o'clock, there were ninety-two per- 


sons crowded in a close courtroom. Dec. 10, 
the court was 41 minutes late opening; at 9 
o'clock that morning there were sixty wait- 
ing in the courtroom; at 9:15, sixty-five per- 
sons were waiting; at 9:30 eighty-three per- 
sons were waiting, and when Judge Wade 
atrived at 9:40, there were 103 persone sit- 
ting and standing in the courtroom waiting 
for court to convene. 

“This is a hardship on lawyers, officers

lose time from their work. It necessitates 
hasty trials and multiplies chances for mis- 
takes by judges which is likely to result 
in the guilty going free and the innocent 
being punished. 

“ When reassignment of judges takes place 
we trust that you will not see fit to send 
Judge Wade back to Englewood.”

DR. CARL VON KLEIN SUCCUMBS

Aged Scientist Dies at County Hos- 
pital—Most of His Money Spent in 
Scientific Research. 


Dr. Carl H. Von Klein, descendant of a 
titled family in Germany, who spent his en- 
tire resources in scientific research, died yes- 
terday in the county hospital.

ACK from a stupendous exploring task 
in South America, Mr. A. Henry Sav- 
age-Landor has a thrilling story to teil 
in his two volume travel work, 
“ACROSS UNKNOWN SOUTH 

AMERICA” (Little, Brown & Co.). That 
the man who was one of the first to pene- 
trate into the forbidden territory of Tibet, 
and who crossed Africa where it had not been 
traversed by a white man before, should 
sooner or later turn his attention to South 
America was a foregone conclusion. And so 
he did. He marched through the unexplored 
regions of Brazil, Peru, Bolivia, Chile, and 
Argentina for a distance of over 13,000 miles, 
For eighteen months he was practically lost 
in the Brazilian jungles, and his adventures 
on the whole trip were most thrilling. 

He could find no white men to accompany 
him. Every one he met .tried to dissuade 
him from the trip, and, indeed, many of the 
stories told him préved more than true. It 
is almost impossible to quote from his nar- 
rative, for it is so closely written and inc!- 
dents so lead to others that the excerpts 
would run into columns. The two volumes 
abound. in interest; the tribes he met, the 
scenery, the character of the mountains and 
the jungle, the flora and fauna, are all fas- 
cinatingly described. 

Passages like the following are,common: 


To the north of my camp was a pecullar round 
mound. I eHmbed it, and what was my astonish- 
ment in the short ascent to find near the summit, 
among a lot of lava pellets, marble fragments, 
crystals, and great lumps of iron ore, a number of 
vertebra from the tail and epine of a giant rep- 
tile! The vertebre had been disjointed and scat- 
tered somewhat about by wind and water, but there 
they were, the smaller ones on the side of the hill, 
the larger on the summit, which led me to believe 
that the animal had crouched on the top of the 
hill when dying. Some of the fossil vertebree were 
so large and heavy that I hardly had the strength 
to lift them up. The bones—petrified—were of a 
beautiful white. Many of them had, unfortunate- 
ly, become so fractured as to make identification 
difficult. On following the line of the dorsal ver- 
tebree, somewhat scattered about, I came upon 
some vertebre which appeared to me to be cervical 
vertebre; and then, behold my joy! in searching 
around the summit of the mound I perceived the 
skull. The skull was so big and heavy that I 
could net carry it away, but I took several photo- 
graphs and careful drawings of it from all sides. 


His native companions, as is often the casa 
took desperate measures to impede his prog- 
ress or to make him turn back. 


In overhauling my baggage I discovered to my 
dismay that my men, in order to force me to go 
back the way we had come, had gradually thrown 
away most ef the provisions, which should have 
lasted us some six or seven months longer. We 
had only sufficient food to last us a few days. The 
men confeased their misdeed. The country pro- 
vided absolutely nothing to eat and I had to face the 
problem of either dying of starvation or falling 
back on some place where we could purchase fresh 
provisions. It was out of the question, unless one 
wished to commit suicide and a quintuple mur- 
der, to endeavor to push on toward my goal, 
Manaos on the Amazon, some 1,600 kilometers 
distant ag the crow files, or at least 4,000 to 5,000 
kilometers traveling, with possible deviations, 
without some of which it was not possible to pro- 
ceed. We could certainly not fall back on our 
point of departure, the terminus of the railway of 
Araguary, 1,596 kilometers distant, nor on Goyaz, 
the last city we had seen, 1,116 kilometers away, so 
that the anly way to escape death was to fall back 
on the ancient settlement of Diamantino, the 
furthest village in central Brazil, a place once 
established by the first Portuguese settlers of 
Brazil while in search of diamonds, 

At last a trail was found and the party 
pushed on till it rendered a miserable vil- 
lage inhabited by a few.diamond hunters. 
Slavery exists theré‘and elsewhere in Brazil. 
It is the only way labor can be procured. Mr. 
Savage-Landor with his party took to canoes, 
The river journey was one of great excite- 
ment because of the frequent rapids. There 
was great danger of upsets. The scenery 
was magnificent. Gorgeous butterflies and 
other insects abounded in millions. Parrots 
and monkeys were seen and heard on every 
hand. Flowers, natural and parasitic, fes- 
tooned the trees. 

Gorgeous gamelieira or figueira trees (Ficus) 
were to be seen standing high up upon arches 
formed by vigorous roots. In a way the lower part 
of those figueiras resembled a huge octopus, the 
branches being extremely contorted as they clung 
to the ground in order to support the weight of the 
giant tree of which they made part. One could 
easily walk under the tree among the roots and 
still have six or eight feet of space left above one’s 
head. 

As I went round to explore the island while my 
men were cooking the dinner I discovered a small 
lake in the center of the island, a most poetic spot, 
with the neat, delightful vegetation all round it 
reflected as in a mirror in the golden waters, which 
reproduced in a deeper tone the rich sunset tints 
of the sky above. I sat down to look at the beau- 
tiful scene. The poetry vanished in a moment. 
Millions of ants swarmed all over me the moment 
I sat down upon the ground, and bit me with such 
fury that I had to remove my clothes in the great- 
est haste and jump into the water, That raised a 
cloud of mosquitoes, which made it most uncom- 
fortable for me when I came out again and was 
busy searching for ants in my clothes. 

At length the provisions were gone and his 
two men demanded their pay. A monkey 
was shot and eaten, but the situation was 
precarious. The natives were so weak that 
he had to help them at times. One began 
to rave when the tobacco gave out. At 
length the party met some rubber hunters in 
boats, who.took the three adventurers and 
at last landed them where they could make 
their way back to civilization. 


Thirteenth Juror 
and Other Novels. 


PROFOUND note of warning is 

sounded by Frederick Trevor Hill 

in “ THE THIRTEENTH JUROR” 

(the Century company) against the 

peril of allowing the crafty expe- 
dients of lawyers and politics In high places 
to defeat the ends of justice. In order to press 
the lessons home the story is not a little 
overdrawn, but it isnone the less enthralling. 
Men in particular will follow with lively in- 
terest the foils and counterfoils of daring 
schemes to overrule right by might in lLiti- 
gation by which.a gigantic corporation seeks 
permanently to cripple the resources of a 
small but persistent rival. 

Greek meets Greek in the courtroom, and 
many a haltis called in the unscruplous trade 
war. The wily Resurrectionist—so named 
because of his specialty for reviving capes 
which barely escape a call for an undertak- 
er’s certificate—is downed, only to rise tri- 
umphant for a dramatic but most tragic, 
finale. The group of plainspoken, humorous 
lawyers, litigants, and jurors who gather 
daily in the lobby of a hotel near the town 
courthouse is Lincolnesque, and the novel is 
a stirring eye opener as to practices capable 
of being employed in many a case which con- 
cerns the average citizen—which means you 
and me.

Arthur Christopher Benson has stepped out 
of his college window into the world a bit 
farther, still carrying with him, however, 
his veil of philosophy through which he looks 
at the life about him and analyzes some of 
its deepest forces in a quietly interesting 
fashion. ‘“ WATERSPRINGS ” is the fruit 
of this analysis, a delicately thoughtful con- 
sideration of a man come to middle life as 
a polite, harmless college don, with a strong- 
ly helpful influence over the boys of his 
classes, but who has known no real experi- 
ences and who feels himeelf going stale. In 
seeking a new channel he gets himself into 
a new environment for a short time and 
meets a girl. 

Now he had never felt anything, really, 
before and he did not recognize love when it 
came to him, but after a time came recogni- 
tion, too, and he lived on all of the planes 
of life, from that of deepest abasement to 
highest exaltation. The experiences of his 
wooing, of his marriage, and the joy and 
sorrow in the child that was born dead are 
transferred with the philosophy that goes 
to show that suffering is the measure of 
love, but that one would not,seek relief from 
suffering at the price of giving up love, once 
having known it. It isn’t a book of wide 
appeal; it isn’t really a novel, and the char- 
acters are rather more puppets than vital 
beings; but it has a quiet charm about it in 
the unwinding and the testing of these be- 
liefs of Mr. Benson’s—and of many others, 
too—that will make it very welcome to a few 
quietly, philosophical folk. (Putnam.)

Francis Bancroft has written a remarkable 
novel in “ DIVIDED” (Small, Maynard & 
Co.) 
war and deals with the love, amounting al- 
most to veneration, of the Brandon family, 
father, mother, brother, and sister, for the 
eidest child, George. George reciprocates the 
devotion in the only way possible to a noble 
and strong man, and yet feels that it is his 
duty to act contrary to the wishes of his fam- 
ily ana to join the Boer forces.

The novel closes with a series of dra- 
matic incidents which stir the reader’s sym- 
pathies and make him reverence the strength 
of the family’s devotion to one another. 
There is a romance in the story, involving 
jeorge’s sister, but it is developed so subtly 
as to be unrealized until the end. The whole 
nove! is patently the work of a master hand, 
the characters are skillfully drawn, and the 
plot is developed logically and dramatically.

Edward Cook, in two volumes.. (Mac- 
millan).

Sir Edward Cook has been at work on this 
book for a number of years and had an un- 
usual amount of material to work upon. 
Miss Nightingale, he tells us, was a hoarder 
and as she lived to be 90, the accumulation 
of papers stored in her house was very great. 
She seems to have thrown away very little. — 

Even soiled sheets of blotting paper, on — 
which she had made notes in pencil, were | 
preserved. By a will executed in 1896 she 
had directed that all her letters, papers, 
and manuscripts, with some specific excep- * 
tions, should be destroyed. By a codicil 
executed in the following year she revoked 
this direction, and bequeathed the letters, 
papers, and manuscripts to her cousin, Mr. 
Henry Bonham Carter. 

It was some time in 1898 that Miss Night- 
ingale seems to have contemplated the prob- 
ability of some authoritative record of her 
life, fo» in that year she wrote a short sum- 
mary of what she called “‘ My Responsibility 
to India.’””’ Her memory inthese matters was 
still accurate, for the summary is fully borne 
out by letters and other papers of the several 
dates. 

The principal authority for Miss Night- 
ingale’s life is the collection of papers afore- 
said. The papers relating to her work dur- 
ing the Crimean war are voluminous and 
Sir Edward Cook has supplemented the 
atudy of these by consulting the official 
documents concerning Miss Nightingale’s 
mission which are preserved, among the war 
office papers, in the public record office. Miss 
Nightingale saved the letters that were writ- 
ten to her and those to whom she wrote 
saved the letters that were written to them 
from her. 

It was at one time thought that the name 
of Florence Nightingale was an assumed 
one, but that was the one she was born with 
and the one she died with. It certainly has 
ea fanciful sound, but there was nothing 
fanciful about this great woman. Her work 
probably was the greatest ever done by a 
woman, for until she went upon the field 
of battle and nursed the wounded and the 
dying they received very little care, none 
from the hands of the gentler sex. 

It goes without saying that Sir Edward 
Cook has made a most readable book ana has 
left nothing for any other boigrapher to do. 
The whole story is in these two volumes, and 
@ wonderful story it is.

“LORD LYONS,” by Lord Newton (Long- 
mans). Lord Lyons, it will be remembered, 
was the British ambassador to this country 
during the civil war, and hig letters and 
Papers covering that period will prove to the 
American reader the most interesting part of 
the book, though there ig much in these two 
‘volumes that is of interest to any one whether 
American or English.

-royalty we have published in her book re- 
productions of signed photographs given her 
by kings and queens the world over. 

Mrs. Batcheller gives as a frontispiece a 
portrait of His Majesty King Alfonso XIII., 
and a little further on one of his royal spouse, 
Her Majesty Queen Victoria Eugenia. Still 


_ further on in the book we have one duly 


autographed picture of the Infgnta Eulalie 
and a very pretty picture it is. Perhaps 
the most attractive picture in this handsome 
book, however, is that of Queen Victoria 
Eugenia with her three royal children. A 
portrait in this book which interests me 
Particularly is that of the Countess Emlig 
Pado-Bazan, the foremost woman novelist 
of Spain, one whose writings should be bet- 
ter known in this country than they are.

Chatfield- Taylor's 
Life of Goldoni. 


BY ELIA W. PEATTIE. 

SR, FC, CHATFIELD-TAYLOR, 
well known as the biographer of 
Moliére, has completed his, biogra- 
phy ‘“GOLDONI” — published by 
Duffield & Co—which is without 

doubt the most valuable work upon that sub- 
ject offered to English readers, and proba- 
bly the most comprehensive written in any 
language. 

Goldoni, a “‘ gentle lover of mankind,” who 
laughed at and with his Italy and who wasa 
writer of innumerable plays during his life 
(1707-1793), embodied in himself the moet 
insouciant spirit of the eighteenth century. 


‘*Goldoni,’’ writes Mr. Chatfield-Taylor. 


“ belongs among the eight or ten immortal’ 


painters of human foibles,”’ and claiming no 
more for him than a right to stand in the 
company of the great, he enters upon 6 
frank liberal, and scholarly delineation of 


the man and of the cities and circumstances. 


in which he lived. He quotes Symogds as 
saying that “‘ not one of his plays beafs the 
stamp of supreme masiery,’’ yet when he of- 
fers the list of nearly 300 dramas, masks, 
libretti, oahas. etc., and when it is taken 
into consideration that many of these are 
played in Italy today, it will be seen that Mr. 


Chatfield-Taylor has not misapportioned his 


time in devoting several years to the study 
and elucidation of this intensely vivacious 
man and his work. 

To follow the ‘‘ vagabond steps” of this 
gifted and irresponsible child of genius ha 
both its delightful and its laborious sides. 
Conflicting evidence by previous biogra- 
phera, the blithe exaggeration and boastful- 
ness.of Goeldont’s autobiography, and the ab- 
sence of an authentic list of his plays and 
other literary products were among the 
handicaps. Moreover, Mr. Chtatfield-Taylor 
determined from the outset upon thorough- 
ness, ' 


There need, however, be no fear that the 
personality of the biographer has been 
swamped by his scholarship. Nothing could 
be further from the facts. The style of the 
book is spontaneous, enthusiastic, and hu- 
morous. It isa fascinating biography which 


does full justice to the subject and to the 


author and which the literary group of Chi- 
cago may feel gratified to point to as an ex- 
ample of what may be achieved in this clash- 
ing and breathless city. 

There are plenty who will be ready to say 
that a city has no right to make a boast of 
the Intellectual achievements’of its citizens 
—that such an attitude is, to say the least, 
parochial.

Frederick Ward! the Salem boy who 
became the most brilliant soldier of 


fortune which the United States has | 


‘produced. If it is done as it should 
be it will form the most fascinating narra- 
tive postible. The recent “ Memoirs of Li 
Hung Chang ” give but an irritating mention 
of his services in China and of his unfortu- 
nate death. 


A more extended account is found in BE. 
Alexander Powell's ** GENTLEMEN ROV- 
ERS 'a(Scribner), but even this makes one 
wish for a full Life. A man who at 20 fought 
under Garibaldi in South America, who bore 
French arms in the Crimean war, who ac- 
companied Walker to Nicaragua. and who 
divided with Gerdon the honor of putting 
down the Taiping rebellion deserves a book 
devoted to his exploits. The closing ecene of 
his life is thus described by Mr. Powell:

In- 
stantly Ward ordered the recall sounded, forced 
them Into line within rifle range of the city walls, 
and calmly put them through the manual of arms 
with as much precision as though they were on 
parade, while a storm of bullets whistled around 
them, and men dropped momentarily in the ranks. 
Then, his men once more in hand, the bugles 
screamed the charge, and his yellow line roared on 
to victory. 

Ward gave his last order to advance—he had 
forgotten how to give any other—on Sept. 21, 1862, 
With a regiment of his men he was about to at- 
tack Tse-ki, a smdll fortified coast town. With his 
habitual contempt for danger, he was standing 
with Gen. Forester, his chief of staff, well in ad- 


‘vance of his lines, inspecting the position through 


his field glasses. Suddenly he clapped his hands 
to his breast. ‘’ I've been hit, Ed! *’ he exclaimed, 
and fell forward. 

Capt. Eaton, Commodore Truxton, Laffitte, 
Ide, and Walker are among the other men 
dealt with. Mr. Powell writes with power 
and spirit of the men who put the Barbary 
pirates out of business, of those who went 


‘ahead of the pioneers to California, of what 


a pirate could do to help our beleaguered 
army at New Orleans, and his book is a good 
addition to the history of how strong men 
rise when occasion presents itself.

While it is conceded that a good man hon- 
ors his Maker and. serves his fellowmen 
equally well whatever his creed or persuasion 
it is ‘yet true that it will be Episcopalians 
chiefly who will find interest in the words of 
tender, loving tribute contained in the “ ES- 
SAYS OF APPRECIATION,” by Canon 
George William Doug'ias.

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An Arresting Book 
from Denmark. 


BY AUDRIE ALSPAUGH. 

BOOK of arresting strength, but dis- 
agreeable coarseness, heralded by 
the publishers, Henry Holt & Co., as 
the “ Jean Christophe” of poverty, 


comes from a Danish author. Martin 


Anderson Nex, translated by Jessie Muir 
and introduced by Prof. Otto Jespersen. It 
is entitled “‘ PELLE THE CONQUEROR,” 


and deals with the phase “ Boyhood,” first 


published in 1906 in the author's native coun- 
try, and now followed by three other parts, 
though this is the only one we have yet. 

This volume pictures the experiences of a 
little lad and his frail, indeterminate old 
father, who have come across the sea to take 
service on one of the great Danish farms. 
And service they find, the details of which, 
along with many characteristic incidents 
of the life lived on one of these great farms 
by men and masters alike, are made vividly 
clear by the author. It is a story of severe 
simplicity and clear cut reality, picturing 
with etching-like distinctness the conditions 
ef labor, the life, manners, and customs of 
the laborers with the cruelty, coarseness, and 
crudeness which stamped all of their days. 
Through these scenes journeys the lad’s 
developing soul and we see him growing up 
into boyhood, ‘not very soulful as yet. but 
coming gradually into a bigger appreciation. 

Along with the grim conditions of life, there 

are mnany interesting bits of character work; 

_ these peasants, the sad ones and the rare 

“glad ones, stamp themselves on the reader's 

memory with sharpness of outline. Alto- 

gether it ie a ruggedly interesting book, 

though there are places which make a mod- 

erately fine skinned person cringe, and it 

gives an illuminating glimpse into the Danish 
land system. 

Acquaintance with this bdok among our 
own people will lead very probably to a de- 
sire to know more of Pelle’s career as a “ con- 
queror,” which Prof. Jespersen describes in 
these words: “ First we have the open air 
life ef the boy in country surroundings in 
Bornfclm; then thp lad’s apprenticeship in 
@ snail provincial town not yet invaded by 
modern industrialism and still innocent of so- 
cialism; next the youth's struggies in Copen- 
hagen against employers and authorities, 
and, last the man's final victory in laying the 
foundation of a garden city for the benefit 
of his fellow workers.”

Letters of Chas les 
Eliot Norton.

The mass of people to whom Charles Eliot 


Norton was little more than a name which 
stood for a scholarly recluse will be agree- 
ably surprised at the revelation to be found 
in the two volumes of his ‘ LETTERS,” ed- 
ited with biographical comment by his daugh- 
ter, Sara, and M. A. De Wolfe Howe (Hough- 
ton, Miflin company). In reading these let- 
ters, covering a period of more than halfa 
century, one seems to have been made ac- 
quainted, intimately, with a rich and affec- 
tionate nature of wide and comprehensive 
interests, whose kindly sympathy embraced 
all manner of men and whose qualities at- 
tracted the friendship of the best minds of 
his day. 

Norton's reserve and conservatism gave the 
public an erroneous idea of the man. He 
was, in reality, deeply affectionate, with a 
lively sympathy for and understanding of his 
fellow men. His friendship was, perhaps, not 
easily gained, but onge won it Was well worth 
the effort. His acquaintances with kindred 
souls embraced men and women in many 
countries, and as guest or host he charmed 
all who came within his circle. His absences 
from the country were thought by some to 
have put him out of touch with his country- 
men and their interests, but many of these 
letters disprove this, 

The correspondence with Lowell, oe 
Leslie Stephen, Ruskin, Carlyle, Emer 
Samuel G. ‘Ward, George William Curtis, and 
scores of others forms fascinating reading 
and gives one insight to Norton's nature, re- 
vealing the charm which attracted so many 
to him and caused such lasting friendships. 

In these volumes we have the beginnings 
of the Atlantic Monthly and The Nation, and 
a great deal about the North American while 
it was under the charge of Lowell and Nor- 
ton. We have more than a glimpse of the lite- 
rary activity of Arthur Hugh Clough while 
he was trying to establish himself in this 
country, and the Norton side of the friend- 
‘ship with Ruskin, of which the reverse ap- 
pears in the latter’s letters and books, Theré 
ig @ great deal about Carlyle, whose admira- 
tion for Norton was hardly less than that for 
Emerson. In spite of radical differences in 
temperament, the two had much in common. 

Norton’s letters from abroad are full of in- 
teresting things about the men and women 
he met in Europe. He made warm friends 
wherever he went, and he seemed to bring 
out the best in every one with whom he came 
in contact. 

Misa Norton and Mr. Howe have performed 
their task in an admirable manner, connect- 
ing the letters with sufficient matter to make 
the volumes serve the purpose of a biography. 
There are several appendices and a full index. 
Writing to Mr, Henry B. Fuller about the 
latter's novel,’ “* The Cliff Dwellers,” he says: 
“I do not wonder that you detest the Chi- 
cago you have drawn, but I think you should 
have sympathetic admiration, nay, even af- 
fection, for the ideal Chicago which exists 
not only in the brain but in the heart of some 
of her citigens. I have never seen Americans 
from whom one could draw happier auguries 
for the future of America than some of the 
men whom I saw in Chicago.”

_ BOXING CRITICS 


Refuses to Consider Bouts 
with Welters. 


SCALED 141 FOR BRITTON. 


Points to Contest with Murphy at 
Gotham, When He Made 
137 Pounds Easily. 


BY WALTER H. ECKERSALL. 
Stirred by the reports published about his 
weight and the rumors that he would meet 
either Mike Gibbons, the St. Paul fighter, or 
Jimmy Clabby of Hammond, Packey McFar- 
land yesterday denied he is a full-fledga 
welterweight and «declared he would not 
entertain offers of matches with any of the 
leading 145 pounders. 

McFarland said he would fight in the 
welterweight division as soon as he takes 
on more weight. He expressed his willing- 
ness to make 135 or 137 pounds for any of 
the leading lightweights, but will not make 
this figure for fighters who are not in his 
class. He declared he had no intentions of 
boxing Gibbons or Clabby. 

“ I showed the public two years ago that 
I was a legitimate lightweight,” Packey 
said. ‘‘ At that time I was matched to box 
ten rounds with Ad Wolgast in Milwaukee, 
The weight agreed upon was 133 pounds. 
Two days before the contest was called off 
by the authorities in Milwaukee, I weighed 
183% pounds. It was not much of an effort 
to get down so low. 

Made 137 Pounds Easily, 

“I do not weigh any more at present than 
I did two years ago. 1 realize it would be 
harder for me to take off the extra poundage, 
but I will make 155 or 137 pounds for any of 
them. When I boxed “‘ Harlem Tommy” 
Murphy in New York early in the fall, I made 
137 pounds for him with hardly any effort. 

“ This talk about me- weighing 145 and 150 
pounds when I boxed Brittonis rot. AfterI 


had eaten two heavy meals I stepped on the scales 
in the presence of W. H. Liginger, chairman of 
the Wisconsin boxing commission, and tipped the 
beam at 141 pounds. If,1 was ten pounds heavier 
than Britton, do you think I would have been al- 
lowed to box? 

** They talk about me boxing fighters of my own 
weight. Why, I have met and beaten fighters 
pounds heavier. ‘ Young’ Erne, Harry Brewer, 
and Ray Bronson are some of the fighters I have 
beaten who weighed more than I did. I will box 
the welterweights as soon as I get to be a legitimate 
145 pounder, and not before. 


Cites Case of Ritchie. 


** How about Willie Ritchie? He insisted on 188 
pounds after he won the lightweight champion- 
ship. Now he has moved the notch up to 185 
pounds, and I doubt if he can make this weight at 
the ringside and go twenty rounds with a rough, 
strong fighter. 1 will make 135 pounds for him 
three hours before the fight and bet him a neat 
sum I can beat him. 

“*I am tired of having the public criticize me for 
not meeting fighters of my weight. I ami the goat. 
They pick on me because they can’t find any one 
to knock my biock off. I am not killing any one 
in the ring and have not done anything to hurt the 
fight game. As long as the fighters want to bog 
me and agree to meet me at catch weights that is 
their business. 

““I do not intend to engage in any more bouts 
until after the holidays. After the first of the 
year I intend to box four and five times a month 
until I start on my trip around the world early in 
the spring. When I return I may be heavy enough 
to box in the welterweight division. Then I shall 
be only too glad to meet any fighters of my weight.’’

The patron saint of children has started a 
toy shop in Chicago. His workers are boys 
and girls who have lots of playthings. They 
are making them over, fixing, painting, and 
repairing them for the children of the poor. 

Santa Claus has received 80 many letters 
from poor boys and girls asking for toys he 
determined to visit Chicago. He had a talk 
with L. W. Wahistrom and Miss Fiora J, 
Cooke, in charge of the Francis W. Parker 
achool at Webster avenue and Clark street, 
and the toy shop came into being. 

The children of the school, 350 in all, have 
brought to Mr: Wahlstrom their toys of laat 
Christmas, their-dolla, and drums, tin gol- 
diers, rocking horses, boats, and engines for 
“fixin’.” . 

Two hundred boys and girls are busy help- 
ing Santa Claus The“ veterinary surgeon "’ 
takes care of all the animal toys, the “ engi-

DAMAGED BY BROKEN SHAFT.

Police Bring ‘‘Roughneck” Schmidt,

CUMMINS OFFERS AMENDMENT; 
MANY ATTACKS ON CURRENCY. 


Iowa Senator Would Have “People In- 
stead of Bankers Wield Control of 
Country’s Finances.” 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 12.—The adminis- 
tration currency bill was subjected to many 
attacks during the debate inthe senate today. 

Senator Cummins proposed amendments 
providing that the member banks of the fed- 
eral reserve banks should elect four instead 
of six of the directors, and that the federal 
reserve board should elect five instead of 
eight. He explained that he believed the 
people instead of the bankers should be given 
more power over the money of the country. 

To provide for an emergency currency, Sen- 
ator Cummins said he would give authority 
to the government to issue United States 
notes for a definite period. These notes could 
be issued by officials, he said, organized into 
a bureau of the treasury, or into a central 
bank, the latter being preferable. 

An attempt by Senator Owen to arrange a 
date for a vote on the bill met defeat when 
Senator Bristow objected.

LOSS OF FUTURE POWER FEARED 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN, 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 12.—[Special.J— 
President Wilson is giving almost his entire 
thought to the business situation and pro- 
poses to use all the means at his disposal 
to bring about its prompt and permanent im- 
provement. % 

It developed today that the president and 
his advisers have been ascertaining the facts 
in connection with economic conditions and 
have welcomed suggcstions as to the meas- 
ures that should be adopted for their better- 
ment. 

All the information obtained confirms the 
judgment of the chief executive that the cur- 
rency bill should be passed at the earliest 
possible moment. With this measure on the 
statute books, the uncertainty prevailing in 
banking circles would be removed and the. 
chances are that credits will be easier. 


Will Urge Anti-Trust Action. 

As a further step to reéstablish confidence 
the president intends to urge expedition in 
the passage of amendments to the Sherman 
anti-trust law. These amendments, he be- 
lieves, will clarify the corporation situation, 
since they will show the business community 
exactly what it can and cannotdd. With the 
enactment of the president's anti-trust policy 
the big features of his business program will 
have been accomplished. 

The tariff was revised two months ago, and 
merchants and manufacturers now are able 
té arrange for future imports and to take 
account of the new rates in the replenish- 
ment of their stock and the fixing of prices. 


Want to Avoid “Scare.” 

In matters of administration the president 
and his advisers propose to enforce the law, 
but to do so in such fashion as not to create 
a “scare”’ and make the country realize 
the government is in full sympathy with busi- 
ness development. 

It is almost a foregone conclusion that the 
interstate commerce commission will grant 
an increase in rates to the railroads. This 
is expected to strengthen the financial end 
of the railroads and augment public confle 
dence in their ability to meet their obliga- 
tions. 

The department of commerce intends to 
open up avenues abroad for American busi- 
ness concerns. The bureau of corporations 
is not to enter upon any investigation of par- 
ticular combinations, but is to devote itself 
to determining whether the anti-trust policy 
which has been pursued for twenty years ig 
effective and of real value to the nation. 


Will Sound Note of Reassurance. 

In the anti-trust message the president 
will send to congress next month he is ex- 
pected to sound a note of reassurance to busi- 
ness. He will make it clear that the govern- 
ment has no objection to the size of a con- 
cern. He merely is unalterably opposed te 
monopoly. He will point out that the legis- 
lation he is seeking is in the interest of all 
business, for it is proposed to give the “ little 
fellow” a chance and at the same time not 
to affect the legitimate activities of large 
combinations. 

The president obtained the enactment of 
the tariff bill by pointing out that it was in 
the interest of business that customs duties 
should be fixed without delay. The same 
plea is responsible for the failure of the Re- 
publicans in the senate to filibuster against 
the currency bill. 

The president will contend that the early 
passage of the anti-trust amendments is 
necessary for the like reason. 

For a time it may be expected that a fight 
will be made against the administration's 
trust policy, but the bottom is expected to 
drop out of it during the early spring. 


Loss of Power Feared. 

The president and Democratic leaders ir 
congress realize that if an 
ing business stringency takes p the 
Democratic party will be blamed prob- 
ably will be put out and kept out of power 
for many years to come. 

It took almost twenty years for the people 
to forget the panic of 1893, which occurred 
during a Democratic administration. That 
panic facilitated a split in the party. 

If bad business conditions should develop, 
it is regarded as certain that the existing 
differences between the progressives and 
reactionaries in the Democracy will cause 
them to separate. 

Under the circumstances political wisdom, 
to say nothing of the patriotic duty of guard- 
ing the nation’s prosperity, makes it im- 
perative, in the view of the administration, 
to proceed In such fashion as to assure the 
continuance of good times.
